Il But Wonderful Meeting of 
County Organizetion. 

The Crawford county war board 
held a session at the Court house in 
this city Saturday afternoou for the 
purpose of placing this organization 
on a practical, working basis. 

The meeting was called to order by 
ths county chairman T. Hanson.

M, Hanson said he was io sympathy 
withevery movement, and speaking 
for the Bank of Grayling, said that 
anyone wanting to borrow money on 
their bonds could do so to tle limit of 
the capacity of his bank. Also that 
farmers wanting to boriow money 
with which to purchase seeds or live 
stock could have all the money they 
needed.

Chairman Hanson told of the deplor- 
able condition eaisting in Wisconsin 
where the population was 75% German 
and pro-German in sentiment. He al- 
so said that if the farmers of the coun 
ty decided that a Ford tractor was de- 
sirable and they were certain that it 
could be to sufficient extent to make 
it pay, that he would buy one and give 
itto them. 

Melvin A. Bates said that the U.S. 
welcomed people of every country, 
yet many were herein Grayling who 
refuse to take any part in the war 
work. He said that a federal bill had 
been introduced in Congress to deport 
every citizen who was disactive in the 
war. He didn’t mince matters and 
said that we are ‘‘now ready totell this 
Feldhauser bunch where fo head in.” 

Fred Welsh told of vusatisfactory 
condition amony the Finnish resideats 
on the South Side. He said that one 
woman answered tothe questions of 
the census, takers for the registra- 
tion of women, aud when her husband 
found it out he raiseda disturbance. 
The following day before the census 
collectors could proceed with the work 
this same lady hustled around and 
warned the other Finnish women not 
to answer any questions, thus hinder- 
ing the work. Mrs. 3. N. [usley who 
is chairman of the Woman's registra- 
tion board, corroberate the remarks of 
Mr. Welsh, The woman, referred to, 
the speaker remarked, is Mrs, Adam 
Hyadlaenen, and it is believed that 
the stand taken by the Finns is due to 
a lack of understanding on their part 
of what the registration is really for. 
The War board is planning on secur- 
ing a speaker who can address an as: 
sembly of the Finns and clear the mat- 
ter up with them, If that don't bring 
them to their senses the local employ- 
ers of labor will take matters into their 
own hands and discharge them from 
further employment. 

There were several other good talks 
and it was remarkable to witners the 
cold, deliberate, and determined atti. 
tude of the entire board. There were 
no half-hearted or light talks but ev- 
ery word uttered at that. meeting car 
tied with it dogged determination, and 
itis safe to say that ina very short 
time Crawford county is going to be 
100% loyal Americans or else there is 
going to be serious trouble in the 
homes where there is any other kiad 
of spirit. 

The above talks were interspersed 
with planning for the next Liberty 
loan drive that is to begin next Satur- 
day, April 6. Chairman Hanson said 
he felt pasitively certain that our quo- 
ta was golng to be raised within a few 
days, The organigation is all aet for 
the big drive and. when It comes we 
feel confident that every last citizen 
in the county who can possibly do so 
is going to purchase at least one bond.

MAN DRIVE IS HALTED 


ittea, By Great Stand, Seem to Have 
Brought Onrush of ‘Teutan 
Hordes to An Almost 
Compiete Standstill. 


‘Washington—President Wilson per- 
sonally has told the members of the 
war council of the war department 
and Gen. Goethals, chief of the trans- 
port service, that he desires every 
soldier now in an American camp 
moved to Europe before Christinas. 

This order means the movement of 
in excess of 1,000,000 men across the 
ocean this year. 

The strength of the American army 
up to Saturday night was slightly over 
1,500,000 men and more than two- 
thirds of this force stil! is in Ameri- 
can camps or in transit to ports of 
embarkation. Several hundred troop 
trains already are moving soldiers 
eastward, 

The problem right now is not 80 
much one of ships as of transporta- 
tion facilities in France. The United 
States has built 600 miles of railroads, 
connecting ports with camps in 
France, and it has developed one sec- 
ond rate French port until it is one 
of the greatest harbors in the world. 
Army men declared that the doubling 
of these present facilities is now nec- 
essary to meet the demand for Ameri- 
can troops. 


Big Drive At Standstill. 
London—Gtrmany's great drive into 
the allied lines in northern France 
seems virtually at a standstill. Her 


been stemmed, with large gains of ter- 
ritory scored, but with final victory 
no nearer in sight and her resources 
in men and material depleted. 

Meanwhile 100,000 American soldiers 
are meving in motor trucks and on 
foot to join the fight against the in- 
vader and to drive him back. The 
American troops are now under con- 
trol of Gen. Foch, the generalissimo, 
but their destination in the fighting 
area has not been disclosed. They are 
seasoned troops and are reported as 
anxious to get into the fight. 


Battle Line Is Widened. 

London—Out of the confusion of the 
battle, and the contrary claims of the 
contesting armies, two new features 
stand out. The first is the French, 
over a front of six miles, have driven 
into the German lines along the south. 
ern side of the salient established by 
the Teutonic drive. The other is the 
Germans have begun a new operation 
to the east of Arras, which may be the 
inception of a widening area of battle 
to the northward. 

The German report says that troops 
under command of the crown prince 
have penetrated to a depth of 37 miles 
from St. Quentin, 

The German losses have been kept 
within normal limits, says the commu. 
nication, although they have been 
heavier at vital points on the front. 
The siightiy wounded are estimated 
at 60 to 70 per cent. 


French Drive Germans Back. 


Paris—On the front from Lassigny 
to Noyon our troops have advanced 
over a line about 10 kilometers long tu 
a depth of two kilometers says the 
war office statement issued March 23. 
The repulse of Germans in villages 
further west also is announced. 


Americans Make Good Showing. 

Paris—Entirely new in this war- 
fare, the Americans worked like the 
best veterans in the battle of the 
Somme,” says a wounded French cap- 
tain who has been brought back from 
the front, according to La Liberte. 

Two of the Americans, officers 
who were wounded, were brought back 
with the French captain, a member of 
the Dragoons. Each American wore 
a French war cross, conferred on tht 
battlefield. . : 

The presence of American auxiliary 
troops on the fighting line in the great 
battle was the subject of much favor- 
able comment and when it became 
generally known wounded American 
officers and men are being brought 
back with the French wounded from 
the region of St. Quentin, American 
stock rose high. The moral effect 
‘was considerable, even though the 
supposition was the number of the 
American troops in line was not con- 
siderable.

Washington—Major General Leonard 
Wood has passed his physical examin- 
ation for active service at the front 
and will, be returned to command his 
division at Camp Funston, Kas. Un-

AMERICANS KEEN FOR ACTION 


Will Fjght Shoulder to Shoulder With 
rench to Help Stem Onrush 
of Germans. 


Paris~"The French government has 
decided to accede to the desire ex- 
pressed by General Pershing in the 
name of the United States govern. 
ment,” says an official note issued Sun- 
day dealing with operation of Ameri. 
can troops with the French and 
British. 

“The American troops will fight side 
by side with the British and French 
troops and the Star Spangled Banner 
will float beside the French and Eng- 
lish flags in the plains of Picardy. 


With the American Army in France. 
Delayed—All the American troops 
have been turned over to the Allies 
for such use as they see fit to make 
of them. 

Great activity of many sorts is in 
progress in the entire American zone. 
Miles of motor trucks filled with 
Americans have pushed through the 
towns, some gaing in one direction, 
some in another. 

Through a driving rain the motor 
trucks plowed their way along muddy 
roads, the Americans singing. The 
trucks had American flags fastened to 
their taitboards. On other roads mile 
after mile of marching Americans 
splashed along through the mud, which 
Game over their ankles. 

All the men are working as hard as 
Possible, with the ralization that they 
are to be of service in the common 
cause and used in the present com 
flict. 


TRAINS RUN 1 HOUR EARLIER 


Clocks Maved Ahead to Conform With 
“Daylight Saving” Law. 


Detroit—At 2 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing, March 30, clocks in railroad sta- 
tions in Detroit were moved ahead 
one hour and, until next October, will 
register the same time as other clocks 
in the city. 

The time was changed to conform 
with the “daylight saving” law recent- 
Yy enacted by congress, and in most 
cities outside of Detroit the hands of 
all clocks were moved an hour ahead. 

In’ Detroit this was not necessary, 
except where clocks had been main- 
tained on central standard time, this 
applying to railroads and federal of- 
fice buildings only, as Detroit four 
years ago adopted Hastern standard 
time and moved its clocks one hour 
ahead on that occasion. 


FOCH HEADS ALLIED ARMIES 


French General in Supreme Command 
of Entente Forces in West. 


Washingtin—Official information has 
reached Washington that General 
Foch, French chief of staff, has been 
appointed to supreme command of 
all tho Allied and American forces in 
France. 

This means unification of all armies 
opposing the Germans, a step which 
the American and French military 
meno long have urged and which ap- 


-parently has been brought about by 


recognition of the imperative demand 
for concentrated effort to hur] back 
the gigantio thrust of the enemy in 
France. 


U. 8, Buys and Charters Jap Ships. 

Washington—-The gale of 12 Japa- 
nese merchant ships, deadweight ca- 
pacity 100,000 tons, to the United 
States is the first of a series of con- 
cessions expected to deliver approx!- 
mately 300,000 tons of Japanese ships 
for use by America in the war. A 
dispatch from Tokio says Japan has 
chartered 150,000 tons of merchant 


ships and intimates that these ships: 


are to go to the United States. The 
150,000 tons is in addition to the 100,- 
000 tons purchased.

FRANCE’S FOOD SUPPLY LOW 


Recent Retreat of Armies Made It 
Necessary to Destroy Stores. ' 


Washington—The German drive in 
Picardy has compelled the destruction 
or abandonnient of much of the food 
supply in the Oise and Aisne regions, 
adding to the difficulties of the food 
situation in France. 

The attention of the American gov- 
ernment had been called to the need 
for additional food in France, where 
before the present battle the bread 
allowances were low. The influx of 
refugees from the battle zone, and 
needs of workers from whom addi- 
tonal efforts is demanded during the 
critical period of the battle, have in- 
creased the need for food. 

The food administration's appeal to 
loyal American farmers to market 
their wheat, now, while the greatest 
difficulty is being met in feeding the 
Allies, had only slight effect last week, 
when mill receipts increased to 3,250. 
000 bushels, as compared with 3,000,- 
000 bushels of the previous week. 
Normal receipts are 7,600,000 bushels. 


PACKER’S WORKERS WIN POINTS 


Demands for 8 Hour Day Granted, Also 
Pay Increases, 


Chicago—The eight-our day, wage 
increases of 49 to 50 cents a day, and 
egual pay for like work by men and 
wolnen, have been granted to Chicago 
packing house employes by Judge 
Samuel Alschuler, arbitratorvin the re- 
cent wage hearings here. Several 
other demands of the workers also 
were granted. 

Except for the amount of the wage 
increase, the employes won practically 
every point for which they contended. 
The demand had been for a flat in- 
crease of $l a day. 

Leaders of both sides. said 
were satisied with the findings. 

In his award, which was a lengthy 
document, Judge Alschuler pointed out 
the important part which the packing 
industry plays in supplying the army 
and navy with food.

U. S. MAY RUN PACKING HOUSES 


Committee Now Probing Meat Business 
With View of Seizing Plants. 


Washington— Determination of a na- 
tional policy governing meat produc 
tion, sale and distribution during the 
war, which may include virtually price- 
fixing and definite control or actual 
federal operation of the big packing 
houses, has been entrusted by Presi. 
dent Wilson to a special commission 
of five prominent government offi- 
cials. 

This step was taken at the recom- 
mendation of Food Administrator 
Hoover, who advised ‘the president 
that he found himself powerless to 
protect properly all branches of the 
cattle industry and that the govern- 
ment’s present course is “almost in- 
tolerate in criticism from both pro- 
ducer and consumer.”

But 
I draw the line at bacon and white 
bread and rolls." : 

Is this patriotism? I remembered 
the text: “These things ought ye to 
have done, and not to have Jeft the 
other undone,” 

Another good woman was talking of 
the next Liberty Loan drive. 

“Well,” she declared, "they need not 
come to me for help! Iam a4 business 
Woman, and [I have lost money on 
heatless Mondays, and since the gov- 
ernment has made me do that I do not 
Dropose to help with their Liberty loan. 
f love my country, and I am a Red 
Cross worker, and all that—but there 
Is a limit.” 

Should Be No Limit. 

a@ Hmit! Is there any limit to what 
she would do if her nearest, and dear- 
est were fighting for his life? Would 
she stop to argue that she had given 
the suffered expensive woolen under- 
wear, but that she drew the line at the 
renunciation of certain comforts so 
that he might have them? Would she 
be considered a good wife or mother 
or daughter if she held this attitude 
towards husband, child or parent? 

Let us stop all these ridiculous res- 
eryations, these talks of what we will 
do and won't do. Let us hold back 
nothing. Do the women who are send- 
ing. their sons abroad hold back any- 
thing? Do these sons grudge risking 
their beautiful youth, their lives, for 
thelr country? Yet some people hesi- 
tate at white bread and bacon. and 
refuse to buy Liberty bonds! 

The last-named hesitation is not only 
unpatriotic, but it is absurd, Later 
we will know the meaning of the ex- 
pression, “What I give I have.” The 
money we invest in Liberty bonds will 
be ours when other money that we 
now have {s gone. 

All such talk as I have quoted 1s 
wickedly unpatrictic. Let us give ag 
our sons give—ungrudgingly, proudly, 
because we are counted worthy to 
tmonke sacrifices far the greatest cru- 
snde against evil that the world has 
ever known. 

Make It An Honorable Service. 

What would the Son of Righteous- 
ness say to our hesitation about trifling 
luxuries? He died for his cause. We 
women are not called upon to do that. 
(Some of us may wish that we were.) 
But we are called to sacrifice our 
selfishness for it. 

Tam not making light of the wonder- 
ful work done by those women who 
toll at Red Cross stations; I am not 
forgetting the noble and vast aray at 
wives, mothers, sisters and sweet- 
hearts who stop at nothing in their de- 
sire to help end the war honorably. 

But I hope that such sentences ag J 
have quoted go no further than the tip 
of the tongue. If they do, shame to 
the spenkers. And shame to us who 
Jet such speech pass unreproved. 

“His very living~—such was Christ's 
giving.” 

We women “have not yet resisted 
unto blood.” But some of our men 
have, and—God help us!—many more 
may have to. Can we then endure the 
ignominy of remembering that even tn 
our {nner hearts we have paused to 
consider what delicacies we may use?

VOYAGE FROM ENGLAND 
TO AMERICA, 


SHIP HAD TONNAGE OF 20,904 


Was One of Largest Vessels in Trans- 
Atiantic,Service—Belleved No ' 
engers Were On Board. 


ew York--The steamship Celiic, 
ofe' of the big White Star Iners, was 
attacked and torpedoed by a German 
submarine during a voyage from Eng- 
land to America according to rellable 
information received in Marine cir- 
cles here. . 

The Celtic. has a gross tonnage of 

20,904, and has for many years been 
one of the largest steamships in trans- 
Atlantic service. She was built in 
Belfast in 1901, and files the British 
flag. . : 
She was requistioned by the British 
government as a transport in the fall | 
of 1916 but later was returned to the 
steamship company. The vessel is 
€80 feet long and 75 feet wide. 

If there were any American soldiers 
at all on board the Celtic, it was said 
here they were very few in number 
and, carried as “casuals” returning 
home. It was stated that there were 
no sick or wounded on board.’ 

More than @ year ago the Celtic hit 
a mine off Liverpool but was dam- 
aged only slightly. In 1916 it was re- 
ported that a bomb, presumed to 
have been placed on board at New 
York, was discovered on the Celtic 
On her arrival at Liverpool; but this 
was denied by officers of the White 
Star line. 

It was the Celtic which brought $25,- 
000,000 of American securities from 
England in October, 1916, 


| WAR WORKERS STRIKE SPREADS 


| Carpenters and Other Skilled Laborers 
Quit Government Shops. 


Norfolk, Va.—A strike of union car- 
penters employed on government con- 
struction work at the army and navy 
bases here, called Monday morning, 
spread in the afternoon to the navy 
yard at Portsmouth and the avfation 
field at Hampton. Many of the car- 
penters employed by the government 
in the entire vicinity walked out. 

Other classes of skilled labor also 
began to walk out. At the Bush Bluff 
army base 500 carpenters and the en- 
tire force of electricians, plumbers and 
sheet metal workers quit work. 

All carpenters working for contrac- 
tors at the Portsmouth navy yard 
went out. 

The carpenters demanded a mini- 
mum wage of 62 1-2 cents an hour. 

Notice that a strike would be called 
if the demands were not granted waa 
served Friday on Rear-Admiral Harris, 
chairman of the control board of the 
Hampton Roads district. Admiral Har- 
ris, who was In Washington at the 
time, wired labor leaders here that 
the matter of a wage increase had 
been laid before the war and navy 
departments and asked them to await 
a decision expected in a few days. This 
the union leaders refused to do.

Washington—The United States 
navy department plans to construct a 
blong-range gun capable of carrying 105 
miles.

To Spend Fifty Millions 


For Workers’ Homes 


Government Plans to House Its 
Big New Army of 
Shipbuilders. 


TO BE DONE IN RECORD TIME 


Community Houses, Equipped Like 
Club, for Single Men—-Homes With 
All Modern Conveniences for 
Married Men—Standardiza- 
tion for High Speed.

Jn a hastily remodeled suite of 
Washington offices today sits a man 
who has a wor task that appeals to 
the tmagination. | 

Between now and July 1 he ts te 
build $50.000.000 worth of homes for 
workers In Uncle Sans new. shipbuild- 
ing army, whieh is being mohilized 
from the picked mechanics of every 
state in the union. 

This army will number something 
like 40,000 men. Fifty million dol- 
lars invested In houses for a work 
force of that size gives $125 per man. 
Yhat seems rather a Hmited sum of 
money with which to provide anybody 
with warm sanitary living quarters, 


having baths, hot and entd water, 
steam heat, electric Hght. modern 
Kitchen facilitles. and all the com- 


forts of home. Yet this man is going 
to make his $125 per man suffice for 
the job and carry ont His construc: 
tion in record thine, 

It is interesting to figure with him 
a little—-if you just remember that 
present figures must be rough esti- 
mates to a certain extent. 

First of all, he can eliminate a large 
proportion of this shipbuilding army, 
because many of the aew shipyards are 
handy to cities with ample housing 


and all conveniences, and Uncle Sam j 


will solve the housing problem fn those 
qiaces by improving the transportation 
service between a man’s work and his 
But other shipyards have been 
created in undeveloped spots along 
our wide stretches of seaconst, and in 
these places it becomes necessary to 
provide workers with modern living 
quarters. 
Community Dwellings. 

Thousands of these shipbuilders will 
be single men, and for them a special 
type of community dwelling has been 
designed on the order of a club house. 
Each community dwelling will acecom- 
modate 125 men, Each man will have 
a room to himself and {tf will be an 
outside room. Wach clubhouse, mare- 
over, Wil! be divided into five groups 
or separate clubs of from 25 to 20 
men. Each of these separate clubs 
will have shower baths and a large 
community lounge, making It pos- 
sible for a worker to find a congenial 
crowd of his own and for that little 
community subdivision to organize its 
own home life, amusements, sports, 
social affairs, and studies. Each 
club house will have a community din- 
fug room with modern kitchen and 
serving facilities, giving board on the 


“mess plan at reasonable rates and with 


minimum labor. These community club 
houses are to he of frame construc- 
tion, but standard type. Many of 
therm will be erected in localities which 
are not likely to become permanent 
shipbuilding centera, Therefore, per- 
manent constraction has not been the 
chief necessity. Nevertheless, they 
will be substantial enough to last 25 
years {f need be, and where erected 
in localities with severe winter weath- 
er will Jack nothing in warmth, 
When the plans for such houses 
were standardized by the shipping 
board experts, they achieved two re- 
salts In house building that seemed to 
be new. First, speed of constriction. 
All the doors,’ windows, pipes, and 
other things that go into a house were 
put on a basts of uniform sizes. Much

of the work in building a single house, 
as anyone who hus paid the bills will 
know, consists fu sawing, cutting, and 
fitting the material. 

Everything Cut to Fit. 

With standardization of every pos- 
sihle item, most of this cutting and 
fitting will be done in factorles and 
the matérial shipped ready to be put 
together by carpenters and plumbers. 
Second, the. cost of housing an indi- 
vidual was reduced to a most reason- 
able figure. It is still too early to 
give totals in dollars and cents, but 
present estimates indicate that the in- 
vestment in these community homes 
for single workers will not exceed $350 
per man this including living quarters, 
buths, cammunity lounges Yor each 
club of 25 men, kitchen and mess-hall 
facilities, heating and Ifghting+every- 
thing. If all the housing appropria- 
tion for shipwarkers were spent on 
these community dwellings homes 
would he provided for about 125,000 
men, or nearly one-third the whole 
emergency shipbuilding army. 

But many of the new shipworkers 
will be married men with families, and 
for them sepnrate dwellings are being 
built. Something like 50 types of five, 
six, and seven room cottages have been

Originated by French Painter in 
1914, Serving as Ordinary 
Artilleryman. 


/NOW ONE OF WAR'S SCIENCES 


That Section of French Army Now 
Has Over 2,000 Men, Artists, Scene 
Painters, Engineers, Etc.— 
Many Tricks Employed. 


Paris.—C'amouflage” that has come 
to be one of the sciences of modern 
warfare, was originated at Toul, 
France, during the early days of Au- 
gust, 1914. 

A painter, Guidand de Scevola, at- 
tached to n buttery near the Lorraine 
city as oan ordinary artitieryman. 
soon found his hattery was a land- 
mark and open target for the German 
gunners. One night, with a comrade. 
he constructed some papier mache 
rocks and painted them with a dash 
of green, representing herbs and fo- 
Hage, and they were instilled aver the 
battery. : 

The peppering of their hattery 
ceased from that day. The painter's 
ruse was reported to General Castel- 
nau, In command of the sector, who 
passed the word along to M. Rene 
Viviani, then minister of war. The 
war minister imimedintely ordered the 
creation of a special section of the 
army whase entire dutles were to be 
those of “camoufienrs,” or concealers, 
De Scevola was placed In charge of 
the work and called to his ald other 
painters who had been mobilized in 
the army In some cases as ordinary 
privates in the Infantry or in the 
service corps.

Present estimates indicate that the 
famtly houses can be erected for con- 
siderably less than $8,000 each.

The major part of this great build- 
Ing program will have been completed 
by the Ist of July. Some idea of its 
magnitude may be given by compari- 
son with other building operations. On 
a peace time basis an equal inyest- 
ment would build. five . Woolworth 
buildings or two Equitable bulldfogs. 

Hearing for All Comers. 

Naturally, the magnitude of a build- 
ing program like that and the prompt- 
ness with which it must be carried 
out appeals to the imagination not only 
of the shipyard workers who are, to 
live in these dwellings and the Ameri- 
can citizens who re interested in 
them as part of our war program, but 
to many persons who. wish to assist 
with advice, plans, inventions, and 
special schemes and devices for speed- 
ing up the job, To the offices where 
this program is being carefully jaid 
out have come in the past few weeks 
men with all sorts of proposals for 
the building of houses and dormitories 
in record time, and of many kinds of 
emergency materials and construction. 
Those having the project in hand have 
given a herring to all comers, and 
moreover, gone afield themselves to in- 
vestigate promising new methods. In 
the end, however, as the outcome of 
eareful investigation and plans, these 
shipyard dwellings will be erected 
pretty much on standard lines of tried 
and proven materials with all elements 
of speed and economy centered In 
standardization of materials und large- 
scale building by well-equipped con- 
tractors with capable organizations.

Loug,-steel-tlpped peevies such 
as the Maln lumbermen carry, erased 
it ta the ground, where ft fell Into the 
alfeh. 

Yhe armor-plated shel) was set up 
in Its place and two French observers 
climbed up inside of it. The next 
morning the only thing the Germans 
could see was the old familiar Iand- 
scape with the battle-scarred tree. 

Puzzled the Huns, 

Pieces of shrapnel might whistle by. 
Machine gun bullets might rain on 
the trunk as before. Only a direct 
hit from na shell of larger caliber 
could demolish it and there was no 
renson for changing the range of the 
guns to demolish a trunk that stood 
in No Man‘s'Land and 890 feet from 
the French lines. Chance alone would 
destroy the post. 

From their telephones tn the ob- 
servatory the French scouts reported 
all going on behind the German Hnes, 
regulated the fire of their big guns 
and told what effect the shells had. 
The puzzled Huns suddenly found six- 
inchers exploding in their depots. 
Thelr communicating trenches were 
peppered with an accuracy that could 
only come from directed fire, but the 
innocent-appearing trunk was not sus- 
pected until one night a patrol investi- 
gated it. Next day shells burst all 
around it until one finally toppled {t 
over, but the trunk had served {ts pur- 
pose, and camouflage had turned a 
valuable trick for its originators.

Great German Drive Slowed Up 
and Allied Counter- Thrust 
Seems at Hand. 


AMIENS THE HUN’S OBJECTIVE 


British Speedily Check Diversion At-

Another week of the -bloodiest kind 
of fighting failed to bring to the Ger- 
mans the real victory on which they 
had so confidently counted, for though 
the Britlsh and French uarniles had 
heen forced to yleld further territory, 
their lines were unbroken and their 
‘spirits undaunted, As the German mij]l- 
itary authorities, General Ardenne, 
says, it is not the capture of territory 
that can bring a decision, but only a 
victory over and through the shatter- 
Ing of the enemy's armies. So far from 
being shattered, the allied forces, 
wenry and battered as they are, are 
full of confidence, and as this ts writ- 
ten are but awaiting the opportune 


moment to strike back with the big - 


army of maneuver which was placed 
at the disposal of the supreme war 
eouncil, 

Amiens, & most important link in 
the British Hne of cemmunications. 
appeared to be the real objective of 
the Germans, and they were able dur- 
ing the week fo push forward toward 
that city, along the line of the Somme, 
as far as Hamel, and a little farther 
north they took Albert and were hold- 
ing it against flerce counter-attacks by 
the British. To the south they had 
pushed a salient forward a little be 
yond Montdidler, but there the French 
eame back at them with such elan that 
they were checked and lost several 
commanding positions. East of this 
sector the French troops held stnb- 
bornty to their Hines along the Oise and 
on Thursday attacked dashingly south 
of Noyon and drove the enemy back 
two miles at the point of the bayonet. 
It wns along this east and west base 
of the German salient that the allied 
world expected the great counter- 
thrust of the army of maneuver to be 
made. Any considerable advance to 
the north there it was pointed out, 
would force the Germans to draw hack 
to save thefr Mnes of conimunication. 
which already: are so badly stretched 
out that they have great difficulty in 
bringing up artNlery and food. 

What looked Hke a diversion rath- 
er than a serious threat was the at- 
tack of the Huns fn the middle of the 
week at the northern extremity of the 
iine of battle toward Arras. There 
the British, after giving some ground, 
repulsed the enemy with terrible 
slaughter. Presumably this thrust at 
Arras was made to keep the British 
from sending men and guns to the sec- 
tor where’ their tines join. those of 
the French,’ but It was so quickly 
blocked that It failed of its purpose. 
Extraordinartly bold and successful 
was the work of the British and 
French aviators. In their low-flying 
battle planes they flew in swarms con- 
tinuously over the battlefields and back 
of the German lines, playing havoc 
with the enemy's transports and in- 
filcting heavy casualties In his re- 
serves. Battles in the air were fnnu- 
merable, but the allfed alrmen matn- 
tained the upper hand always. The 
artillerymen also distinguished them- 
sefver, sticking to their firing to the 
last moment end usually saving their 
guns when forced to fall back. 

On the whole, the developments of 
the week were such as to restore con- 
fidence among the allies, for though 
the situation was still critical, it-seem- 
ed that Premier Clemenceau was right 
when he sald that whatever might hap- 
pen in the next few days, the enemy

| heavy artillery. In the mountain sec- 
tion the artillery duels grew in in- 
tensity, and-everything pointed toward 
an exrly effort to break through to the 
plains in that region.

The “miracle gun” with which the 
Germans have been shelling Paris 
from a distance of 76 miles turns out 
to be a product of the Krupp works, 
as is proved by the katser’s message 
to Doctor Krupp von Bohlen und Hal- 
bach congratulating him on the suc- 
cess of the new weapon. A German 
ordnance authority says these extraor- 
dinary guns are merely being tested 
on Parls and have been built for the 
purpose of bombarding London.

Another considerable victory was 
scored last week by the British forces 
in Mesopotamia, the entire Turkish 
army in the Hit area being captured 
or destroyed. In Palestine AlNenby's 
men continued thetr advance beyond 
the Jordan, approaching the Hedjaz 
railway on which they heavily bombed 
treop transport trains.

‘Troops of the 
Ukrainian rada are co-operating with 
the holshevik forces and already 
have recaptured Odessa after a bloady 
battle, {n which saval forces took 
part. Before that the red guards and 
armed ‘civillans had retaken Kherson, 
Nikolayevy and Znamenka from the 
Teutons. In some places the peasants 
killed the German soldiers who were 
taking away thelr foodstuffs. The 
Ukrainians were angered by attempts 
of the Germans to go far beyond the 


the country of its stores of grain and 
sugar. It is said a council of German 
ofticers decided to.continue operations 
in Ukraine until the power of the bol- 
sheviki there had been eliminated, 

Trotzky, speaking In Moscow, de- 
clared Russta will never be an en- 
slaved country, though the soviet gov- 
ernment is now weak and poor, He 
said they would introduce compulsory 
military training for the workmen and 
peasants and create an army of 300,- 
000 men within eight or ten weeks, 
The allies still stand ready to support 
all elements within Russia which will 
oppose the German invasion. 

However, as Gilbert K. Chesterton 
says, it is plain that the bolshevik 
philosophy does pot prevent a man 
from fighting; {t only prevents him 
from winning.

eeting “was one of. the finest 
ever held for: ‘such an occasion, . It 
‘was opened'in the usual manner with 
iusic ‘by the Citizen's band ‘and in- 
vocation; ‘which: was given. by Rev. 
‘Mitchell, also a patriotic song nicely 
rendered by a large.chorus of sjugera. 
, ‘Ebe principal speaker. of the even- 
ing was W..F.. Johuston of ‘Roscom- 
mon,: who’ was introduced’ by. the 
chairman, T. W. Hauson. 

We regret very much that we can- 
not give an outline of Mr. Johnston’s 
address. The message he gave: was 
one that was presented by the Food 
Administration uy Ex-Governor Fort 
before a body of the Agricultural 
agents of Michigan at Lansing. The 
seriousness of the food problem and 
the necessity for all of us to do every 
thing we possibly can to save wheat, 
sugar and fats, was convincingly told 
by the speaker. “Food,” Mr. Johu- 
ston said, ‘isthe greatest weapon in 
the war.” ; 

John Morrissey, a Grayling boy and 
a volunteer in the Canadian army, 
was present and was introduced to the 
audience. He saw service in France 
and lost an eye by being struck with a 
buksting shell. 


Our old friend W. S. Chalker of Ma- 
ple Forest fired some hot shots into 
the Germans and told the boys of 
honor, who were just entering Uncle 
Sam’s National army, some of the ex- 
periences he had as an artilleryman 
in the Civil war. His talk was a 
“vinger’ and created a lot of enthu- 
siasm. 


The chairman told of his. apprecia- 
tion of the way the people of Grayling 
had stood back of him in every thing. 
He said he had pledged his life to the 
work of winning the war and renewed 
the pledge again that night. He 
dropped a warning to the German pop- 
ulation of this county and those who 
refuse to register when requested to 
do-so. ‘‘Those who live here and are 
not loyal are not wanted as citizens.” 
“Crawford county,’’ Mr. Hanson said, 
“will make a division and if the courts 
won't take action, we will take the 
law into our own hands.” 


Speaking of the next Liberty loan 
drive, that will begin April 6. he said 
he expected Crawford county to ,o 
over the top within 72 hours. 


Melvin A. Bates told the andience 


that the quota to leave that night was 
eight men but that two others had 
implored that they might be included 
that special permission was obtained 
from the Federal department allow- 
ing the two men tobe included. He 
said the men of Crawford county were 
willing to go and offered their ser- 
vices gladly. : 

Mr. Bates presented the men with 
comfort bags on behalf of the ladies 
of the Red Cross and also housewives 
that were furnished by the ladies of 
the W. R. C. Asin all other instances 
every mat was presented with a check 
for $25.00 by Rasmus Hanson. 

A short prayer was offered by Rev. 
Mitchell for Lewis Bennett of Gray- 
ling who died Feb. Sth at Camp Mer- 
ritt, N. J., and was buried at West 
Branch. 

The train that was to carry the boys 
toCamp Custer was due to arrive at 
11:25 p.m. but was an hour late. 
There was a very large crowd of the 
friends and relatives of the boys that 
remained at the depot until they de- 
parted.

few hours another. message arrived 
saying that he had died. . . 
*-This news is almost tdo sad to put 
into cold type, Sprely the sting of 
the cruel. war is manifesting itself 
more and more to the péople of Amer- 
ica. The death of Major. Hartwick is 
a shock to this little community that 
is going to be hard to overcome. , 

He was born in Grayling and grad- 
uated in our schools. He chose a mil- 
itary career and graduated with hon- 
ors from West Point. His valiant 
service as lieutenant in the Spanish- 
American. war is recorded in Wash- 
ington and is a record to be proud of. 
It was his regiment that really cap- 
tured San Juan hill in Cuba, saving 
Col. Roosevelt and his Rough Riders 
from being wiped out. 

He was united in marriage to Miss 
Bessie Michelson. his life-long friend 
and schoolniate, oldest daughter of 
Mr. aud Mrs. Nels Michelson of this 
city. In order to be with his family 
he later gave up military service and 
entered into the lumber. business. 

He was recognized as a remarkably 
successful business man and was held 
in higs. esteem by the business fra- 


ternity of Detroit where he was locat- 
ed. 


When the war with Germany ¢ame 
he said that the people of the United 
States had furnished him his educa- 
tion and training and now that he was 
needed he would again draw the 
sword in the defense of our country. 

His service was accepted and with 
the rank of Major was given the com- 
mand of an engineering corps, He 
had been in France many months and 
was not only recoguiz:d for his, fine 
ability as an officer but was also the 
idol of the men under him, as will be 
noted by the letter following. 


In memory of Major Hartwick the 
flag at the court house in this city will 
fly at half mast until his body has 
been laid to rest. 


To show the deep appreciation in 
which he was held by those men 
serving with him in Franec we are 
pleased, with the consent of local rel- 
atives of Major Hartwick, to publish 
a letter receutly received by his wife. 
The letter explains itself and reads as 
follows. a 


March 4, 1918. 


Mrs. Edward E. Hartwick, 
Detroit, Michigan. 


Dear Mrs. Hartwick:— 


This letter is from one who is a 
stranger to you and who writes simply 
because he has the fine privilege of 
meeting your husband, his officers and 
men during a stayof three days in 
the camp. 

Tteft a wife and two lads in the 
States and know something of the au- 
xiety and questioning in their minds, 
know that much of this is the reaction 
of imaginings and know aiso that 
they do not quite believe I tell them 
the wheletruth about my condition 
here. For these reasons I requested 
and secured the consent of your hus- 
band to write to you, but he will not 
see this letter dud will not know its 
contents. 


Iamhere giving addresses to the 
men and have been ableto learn 
much that might be desired to others. 
Atthe Y. M. C. A. headquarters I 
first heard of the outstanding record 
made by the Major and his men, for 
months the best moral 4nd disciplin- 
ary achievement of any in the entire 
base section. Dr. Evner who studied 
the army coniditons on the Mexican 
border says in his report that the offi- 
cer in command of soldiers #§ respon- 
sible to the extent of at least seventy- 
five per cent for their goodness or 
badness. 5 


Coming to this place I was prepared 
to find an excellent situation, but 
everything is better than was antici- 
pated. The camps are delightfully 
aad healthfully located, the quarters 
ofthe officers and men are so com- 
fortable that one wishes to remain. 
The food is better than we hadin the 
states well servedund of wide variety. 

The devotion of the men to the 
Major is almost touching; one private 
saying to me, ‘‘ There is nota man in 
all of these companies who would not 
die in his tracks for the Major." 
This is quite in contrast to what I 
have found elsewhere. All of these 
men have loved ones who are anxious- 
ly concerned for their welfare. J 
@ish they might know the man who 
looks after them, might know how he 
has protected them and given them 
an esprit de corps which will bring 
them home again better than when 
they left.

Where Milk fs Not Available it Is Eco- 
nomical to Supply Protein by 
Use of Legumes. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

It {8 a common practice among 
dairymen to feed skim milk until the 
calf is approximately six months of 
age. Usually the tlwe of weaning de- 
pends upon the availability and cost 
of the milk. 

When milk ts fed in abundance it 
furnishes the greater part of the pro- 
tein necessary for the growth of the 
animal. If no milk is fed it becomes 
necessary for the protein to be pro- 
vided from some other source. Prob- 
ebly this can be done most econom- 
ically by the use of some legume, such 
as alfalfa, clover, soy beans, or cow-. 
pen hay. When hay of this sort is 
not available it is necessary to provide 
the bulk of the protein through a grain 
mixture. In either case, plenty of 
roughage should be supplied to tne 
growing heifer at all times. During 
summer, when good pasture is avail- 
able, the heifer needs no supplement- 
;ary feed, although a little hay and 
grain are sometimes advisable late {n 
the season to insure steady growth. 

Part of the roughage should be sil- 
age, if it is available. A heifer of 
six months to one year of sage will 
consume from & to 15 pounds of sil- 
age a day. The grain mixture used 
may be made up of (1} 3 parts of 
eracked corn, and 1 part wheat bran; 
(2) or 8 parts cracked, corn, 1 part 
wheat bran, and 1 part ground oats; 
(3) or 3 parts cracked corn, 1 part 
wheat bran, 1 part ground oats, and 
1 purt linseed ment; (4) or 4 parts 
cracked corn, 1 part wheat bran, 1 


part ground oats, and 1 part blood 
menl, Either 1, 2, or 4, together with 


all the alfalfa, clover, or cawpea hay 
that the heifer will eat, makes a good 
ration, In cnse no leguininons hay 
such as that just mentioned ean be ob- 
tained, No. 3 is advised, because ft 
eontains more protein. Another ex-

cellent grain mixture, to be used when 
such hay fs lacking, is composed of 
2 parts of cornmeal, 2 parts of Mn- 
seed meal, and 1 part of bran. 

The quantity of grain to be fed de- 
pends very largely vpon the individual 
animal's growth and condition, as well 
as upon the price of the grnin. Some 
feeders desire a rapid growth of the 
young animals, and for this reason 
feed heavily with grain, while others 
nre satisfied with a slow growth and 
try to carry their young stock largely 
on roughage. Either extreme is un- 
wise anda medium course between the 
two is advisuble. A safe rule to fol- 
low is to feed one pound of grain for 
the first hundredweight of the heifer 
and onehalf pound fer each addition- 
al bundredwetght. 

After the heifer reaches one year 
of age, the following rations are sug- 
gested: Cornmeal, fed according to the 
rule just mentioned, together with all 
the alfalfa, clover, or cowpea hay that 
the animal will consume. If no leg- 
uminous hay is available, grain com- 
posed of 2 parts cornmeal, 1 of bran, 
and 1 of linseed meal, gluten meal, 
or cottonseed meal. and 10 to 20 
pounds of silage, together with all the 
dry roughage that the animal can con- 
sume, will be found to be adequate. 
Under ordinary circumstances a galn 
of at least a pound a dry from the 
time of weaning to the time of first 
calving is a good average for a dairy 
heifer. 


SHIPMENT OF DAIRY CATTLE 


Not Advisable to Ship Fresh Cows 
Long Distances Except in Fast 
Express Cars. 


Do not ship fresh cows long dia- 
tances unless in express cars under 
particularly favorable conditions, The 
expense involved naturally I!mits such 
operations to valuable purebred indi- 
viduals. Time and time again, as a 
result of being shipped shortly after 
freshening or so as to calve in transit, 
fresh cOws have been ruined so far 
as the next lactation has been con- 
cerned.

Tam a farmerin but a small way, 
but am in a general way aa much in- 
terested in the work as are those who 
devote their entire time and evergies 
to the enterprise; and asa result of 
such interest Ifam taking the liberty 
of calling your attention to a. condi- 
tion existing ip our county, which is 
most momentous to the farmers, and 
which, there seems reason for believ- 
ing is not fully understood. 


A few days ago, during a conversa- 
tion with a deaier in cattle, hides etc., 
he commented upon the sharp advance 
in the price of hay and oats, and stated 
that he -had purchased the hides of 
seventeen cattle which had starved to 
death in Crawford County this winter, 
TL asked hint if he was assured of such, 
and received hisreply, ‘‘That'seasy;” 
and adding the information that he 
had not bought all. of them by any 
means. He grew very earnest in his 
subject, expressing his conviction that 
the county should have an officer to 
look after the welfare of the cattle and 
other stock, as well asin cases where 
humans are the sufferers. That such 
official should be authorized to invest- 
igate conditions where there was ap- 
pearance of there. being more stock 
than owners were able to feed or care 
for. Also, that said officer should be 
empowered to advahce county funds 
for feed, if need be, especially during 
late spring weather when vegetation 
is delayed, and taking lien upon the 
stock in return as a means of insuring 
the county, as far as possible, against 
loss. His further remarks relative to 
pride, sensitiveness and a general dis- 
inclination for the neighbors to know 
just how hard-up one may be, were of 
course timely. 

I also understood that there were 
hundreds of chickens in the county 
that have died of starvation during 
thia winter; and the end is not yet, 
I waatold, becanse of high price of 
feed, and the laws regulating the 
marketiug of dressed poultry. 

Now thissituation should have im- 
mediate relief. The last three years 
have wrought much hardship upon the 
farmers of this and adjacent counties 
4 Even 
though this stock, through lack of 
sufficient feed, dues not die, they be- 
come so weakened and reduced that it 
takes months of good feeding to re- 
gaiv their lost weight. In most cases 
the farmers have exerted their great- 
est and best efforts in the premises, 
but climate conditions have been such 
asto make it impossible to procure 
sufficient feed for the winter’s supply. 
Many farmers of our locality are fac- 
idg the problem of spring work with 
teams entirely unable to perform their 
part, because of their half-starved 
condition. 

Now the situation may not be as 
serious as this dealer believed; but if 
the existing condition is ore-half as 
severe as he described, immediate re- 
lief should be rendered. It will be 
some time before green feed will be 
sufficient to sustain life in stock with- 
out some additional feeding. 


As a newspaper is a most proper 
and worthy channel through which 
to bring questions of public interest to 
the notice of the people, I trust you 
may consider this subject of sufficient 
interest to call to the attention of 
your réaders.

of this order; that in default thereof 
the said bill be taken as confessed by 
said defendants. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that 
the said plaintiff cause this order to be 
published in the Crawford Avalanche, 
a newspaper priuted, published and 
circulated in the said county, and that 
such publication be commenced with- 
in twenty days from the date of this 
order, and that said publication con- 
tinue therein once each week for six 
weeks in sucgession, or that the said 
plaintiff cause a copy of this order to 
be personally served upon each of the 
said defendants at least twenty days 
before the time above prescribed for 
their appearance.
